a processor which determines when the connection request fails and 




further determines a parameter which identifies a communication protocol reason for the 
failure and the number of times the same communication protocol reason for the failure 



has occurred. 




23. (Amended) A method of requesting connection to a wireless 
communication system comprising: 

transmitting a first connection request; and 
determining when the first connectionVequest fails;

assigning a parameter which identifies the failure has occurred and 
the number of times the failure has occurred; and 

transmitting a second connection request\ wherein the second 
connection request includes the parameter. 





44. (New) A mobile station for v use in a wireless communication system 
comprising: 

a transceiver which transmits ^connection request to the wireless 
communication system; and 

a processor which determines when thkconnection request fails 
and further determines a parameter which identifies a failure thaf^as occurred and the 
number of times that the failure has occurred.

45. (New) The mobile station according to Claim 44 wherein the failure 
comprises a communication protocol failure. \ 



46. (New) A mobile station for use in a wireless communication system 
comprising: \ 

a transceiver which transmits a^connection request to the wireless
